{ the Board of Fire Underwriters 
of the Pacific, and it is expected 
that within two weeks, city offi¢- 
‘als will receive from the engineers 
recommendations on how to in- 
crease the city’s fire fighting fa- 
cilities 

Hach city is graded on the basis 
of its defense against fires, John 

H. Colton, one of the men said. 
The survey includes study of near- 
ly 100 points, major ones of which 
are water supply, water mains, 
surplus of water over the domestic 
consumption, type of building con- 
struction and fire fighting equip- 
ment. 

Ten general grades for all cities 
are established, the first grade be- 
; ng perfect conditions for fire fight- 
jing defense, and each grade re- 
| quiring less down to grade No. 10. 
| Upland is in the seventh grade. 

If a detailed study of the survey 
finds that local conditions place 
the city in the sixth grade, fire in- 
Surance rates will be reduced, Mr. 
Colton explained. With him is 
Carl R. Small, and the two men 
have been here since Tuesday, 
making careful study of this 
; city’s defense against fires. 

i In the Los Angeles office of the 

Underwriters, the field data will 
;be completed and given further 
; Study. In the meantime, the two 
| men will compile recommendations 
;and direct these to the city coun- 
| cilmen as a guide or suggested im- 
; provements.
